lunch. Each day the debate starts at 
10:30 in the morning. A speech is to 
be one hour and a half and added 
time for interruptions made by mem­ 
bers of the audiences. After the first 
speech comes adjournm ent for the 
noonday meal, the four others to fol­ 
low’, w’hich at one hour and one-half 
each means six hours, plus interrup­ 
tions.

Naples, June 7.—Three earthquake 
shocks of great violence occurred in 
the vicinity of Avenine Province this 
morning. The town of Calitri is re­ 
ported half destroyed. Twenty peo­ 
ple are said 
to 
have 
been 
killed 
there. 
The first shock occurred at 3:07 
this morning w’hile the people w’ere 
still in their beds. Many houses at 
Calitri tumbled 
burying the 
occu­ 
pants in the ruins. Those who es­ 
caped death or serious injury fled 
terror stricken from their homes and 
into the country. None waited to don 
their street clothes and as a re­ 
sult many suffered from exposure. 
Troops Ordered Out. 
Troops were dispatched from all 
quarters into the sheeted district as 
soon as the loss of life and prop­ 
erty damage became known. Shocks 
w'ere felt here, but no damage was 
done in this immediate vicinity. 
Other Towns Shaken. 
Xew9 from Salermo at the head 
of the Gulf of Salermo, thirty miles 
southeast of Naples, Is to the efTect 
that the shocks caused considerable 
damage there. 
A panic was created at Terre An­ 
nunciate and Terre Del Creco, where 
the population live In constant fear 
of an eruption from Mount Vesuvius

gressman John <W. Langley, of the 
tenth Kentucky district, left here this 
morning for Letchner county to col­ 
lect the evidence which he says will 
prove available to the war depart­ 
ment in Washington for the saving 
of Roland Campbell, aged 
sixteen, 
wrho is said to be under sentence to 
be shot at sunrise at Fort Sill, Ok., 
Saturday 
morning., 
Congressman 
Langley has become interested in the 
case 
through 
the 
interveention 
of 
Judge Carpenter, of Grayson, Ky., an 
uncle of the lad, and who is very 
much wrorked up over the fact that 
his nephew is sentenced to be shot. 
Congressman Langley said here this 
morning that he hopes to have this 
evidence he is gathering in order 
tomorrow morning and that he will 
then proceed to Washington to lay 
before the war departm ent the mat­ 
ter of the young man’s commutation. 
Young Campbell 
ran away from 
home and his people w’ere unaware of 
his whereabouts until yesterday wrhen 
they received word to the effect that 
he was to be shot at sunrise next 
Saturday morning for shooting an 
officer. 
They 
immediately 
went 
to 
Congressman Langley and he says 
that unless the case Is closed by the 
time he reaches Washington, he will 
have good reason to secure the young 
man’s commutation. He wired this 
morning to Secretary of War Dickin­ 
son to delay action on the case un­ 
til he comes to Washington.

But 
that is telling an old story over, but 
the wind last night did considerable 
damage over the city, shades trees 
being twisted and limbs broken; fruit 
trees, heavily laden with fruit were 
torn out of the ground and stripped 
of their luscious fruit. A large win­ 
dow on the south side of the M. E. 
church was broken creating a damage 
of n^ar $209. Several sheds and out­ 
buildings in various portions of the 
city were blown over and in some in­ 
stances completely wrecked. 
A large pane of glass at the home 
of W. C. Lee was blow n out and stuck 
in the piano as if it had been driv- 
there by hand, the wind being free 
to enter the house,

Oxford, 
England, June 7.— Oxford 
today conferred on Theodore Roose­ 
velt the honorary degree of doctor 
of civil law. 
The ceremony took place in 
the 
saeldonian theater, where for more 
than three centuries it has been the 
custom to hold 
the 
exercises, 
the 
annual commemoration of the found­ 
ers and other official assemblies, but 
Mr. 
Roosevelt’s reception surpassed 
in enthusiasm anything 
within the 
memory of the oldest Oxonian. 
His Romanes lecture, which dealt 
with 
“Biological Analogies in His­ 
tory,” proved to be a powerful expo­ 
sition of all the “strange analogies” 
as the lecturer himself expressed it, 
“in the phenomena of life and death, 
of 
birth, 
growth 
and 
change, 
be­ 
tween thoae physical groups of ani­ 
mal life which we designate as spe­ 
cies, 
forms, 
races 
and 
the 
highly 
complex and composite entitles which 
rise before 
our 
minds 
when 
we 
speak of Nations and civilizations.” 
Roosevelt’s Voice Falls. 
Toward the close, Mr. Roosevelt’s 
voice failed and he was obliged to 
leave undelivered a portion of his 
prepared lecture, but before he with­ 
drew' from the platform the former 
president had w'on the great audi­ 
ence that gathered in the theater by 
his vigorous utterances and 
force­ 
ful gestures, being cheered repeat­ 
edly at various stages of hi3 speech. 
Even the usually solemn red-robed 
dons were carried away and stood up 
and joined in the loud-lunged h ur­ 
rahs of the younger element. 
Lord Curzon of Keddleston, chan­ 
cellor of Oxford University, in intro­ 
ducing the newly cheated D. C. L., 
who appeared for the first time in 
the red robes of the doctorate, spoke

velt the honorary degree of doctoi 
of civil law. 


The ceremony took place in 
the 


Sheldonian theater, where for more 
than three centuries it has been the 
custom to hold the 
exercises, 
the 


annual commemoration of the found- 
ers and other official assemblies, but 
Mr. Roosevelt's reception surpassed 
in enthusiasm anything within the 
memory of the oldest Oxonian. 


His Romanes lecture, which dealt 


with 
"Biological Analogies in His- 


tory," proved to be a powerful expo- 
sition of all the "strange analogies" 
as the lecturer himself expressed it, 
'in the phenomena of life and death, 
of birth, growth and change, be- 
tween those physical groups of ani- 
mal life which we designate as spe- 
cies, forms, races and the highly 
complex and composite entitles which 
rise before 
our 
minds 
when 
we 


speak of Nations and civilizations." 


Boosevelt's Toice Fails. 


Toward the close, Mr. Roosevelt's 


voice failed and he was obliged to 
eave undelivered a portion of his 
prepared lecture, but before he with- 
drew from the platform the former 
president had won the great audi- 
ence that gathered in the theater by 
his vigorous utterances 
and force- 


ful gestures, being cheered repeat- 
edly at various stages of his speech. 
Even the usually solemn red-robed 
dons were carried away and stood up 
and joined in the loud-lunged hur- 
rahs of the younger element. 


Lord Curzon of Keddleston, chan- 


cellor of Oxford University, in Intro- 
ducing the newly cheated D. C. L, 
who appeared for the first time in 
the red robes of the doctorate, spoke 
of Mr. Roosevelt as "a ruler of men 
—the 
most 
conspicuous figure in 


America since Abraham Lincoln." 


After 
touching 
on 
the 
former 


president's many achievements, the 
chancellor said: 


"Although he is now taking a hol- 


iday, it is unreasonable that such a 
man long will remain out of public 
life." 


Following the lecture Mr. Roosevelt 


and 150 Americans, including all the 
Rhodes scholars, 
lunched together. 


F P. OrifSths presided and intro- 
duced the former president, who ex- 
pressed the appreciation of all the 
Americans for the great gift of Ce- 
cil Rhodes and the hospitality of Ox- 
onians to scholars 


Ambassador Whitelaw Reid propos- 


ed a toast to the King and the presi- 
dent Speeches were made by sever- 
al of the Rhodes scholars 


This evening Mr. and Mrs. 'Roose- 


velt dined with the vice chancellor 
of the university and remained at his 
residence for the night. 


Nine cabins have been engaged for 


the Roosevelt party on the steamer 
Kaiserin Auguste Victoria, which will 
sail from Southampton June 10 for 
New York.

tween those physical groups of ani- 
mal life which we designate as spe- 
cies, forms, races and the highly 
complex and composite entitles which 
rise before 
our 
minds 
when 
we 


speak of Nations and civilizations." 


Koosevelt'9 Voice Fails. 


Toward the close, Mr. Roosevelt's 


voice failed and he was obliged to 
leave undelivered a portion of his 
prepared lecture, but before he with- 
drew from the platform the former 
president had won the great audi- 
ence that gathered in the theater by 
his vigorous utterances 
and force- 


ful gestures, being cheered repeat- 
edly at various stages of his speech. 
Even the usually solemn red-robed 
dons were carried away and stood up 
and joined in the loud-lunged hur- 
rahs of the younger element. 


Lord Curzon of Keddleston, chan- 


cellor of Oxford University, in Intro- 
ducing the newly cheated D. C. L., 
who appeared for the first time in 
the red robes of the doctorate, spoke 
of Mr. Roosevelt as "a ruler of men 
—the 
most 
conspicuous figure in 


America since Abraham Lincoln." 


After 
touching 
on 
the 
former 


president's many achievements, the 
chancellor said: 


'Although he is now taking a hol- 


iday, it is unreasonable that such a 
man Ions will remain out of public 
life." 


Following the lecture Mr. Roosevelt 


and 150 Americans, including all the 
Rhodes scholars, 
lunched together. 


F. P. OrifSths presided and intro- 
duced the former president, who ex- 
pressed the appreciation oJ all the 
Americans for the great gift of Ce- 
cil Rhodes and the hospitality of Ox- 
onians to scholars. 


Ambassador Whitelaw Reid propos- 


ed a toast to the King and the presi- 
dent Speeches were made by sever- 
al of the Rhodes scholars. 


This evening Mr. and Mrs. <Roose- 


•elt dined with the vice chancellor 
of the university and remained at his 
residence for the night. 


Nine cabins have been engaged for 


the Roosevelt party on the steamer 
Kaiserin Auguste Victoria, which will 
sail from Southampton June 10 for 
New York.
